perly, agreements, settlements, awards, standing orders or other instruments in ftorce 
immediately before the dale of issue of the said Order (other than t'nosc relating to 
secured liabilities to banks and financial institutions) to which the industrial undertaking 
known as Messrs. India Machinery Company Limited, Howrah, is a party or which may 
be applicable to the said industrial undertaking shall remain suspended for a period of 
one year from that date and that all the rights, privileges, obligations and liabilities accru¬ 
ing or arising thereunder before the said date of issue shall rem'ain suspended for the 
said period;
